The next cry | 
is about the servant problem: they | 
can’t get a satisfactory servant, be- 
eause they can’t tell what they want 
the servant to do. The husband then’ 
is blamed because he can’t put up 
money to meet the demands. The home 
becomes a mere lodging housg instead 
of the family center. 

The husband takes his lunch at a 
pie counter; the wife where she can 
meet other women and talk to them; 
they both arrive home at night and 
are dissatisfied with the evening meal 
a slip-shod servant prepares, and both 
in time become unhappy.” 

We need something to develop good 
housekeepers among all elements of 
women; not alone among those who 
may have to do their own house work, 
but those whose means place them at 
the head of the home of the multimil- 
lionaires. 

There is need for a rénaissance of 
all the old arts of home life, when 
people not only knew how to live on 
less than they do now, but when there 
were happier homes, less indigestion 
and less eating at smelly restaurants 
uptown. 

CAPTAIN ENGLISH’S 
LOGIC. 


By the same mail that brought the 
letter from the jurist came a letter 
bearing on the same subject from that 
distinguished citizen, Captain James 
W. English, who wrote: 

“T have read your article, ‘Home- 
makin and Divorce,’ with a good 
deal of tntorest I want to commend 
vou and urge that you continue the 
zood work on that line. 

“The homes of today are certainly 
not what I remember them to be in 
my earlier days. True, there were 
not s0 many people then as now, 
but 1 do know that the mothers of 
earlier days. were really of an en- 
tirely different type of womanhood 
than those of today, and really they 
can never be the same as the moth-: 
ers of the earlier days until they 
will accept life a little more seri- 
ously and be willing to asstime the 
responsibility of womanhood in life 
as a sacred trust. 

“The young women of this day and 
generation know little or nothing of 
domestic science, they do not know 
how to prepare and serve even the 
simplest meal; they do not know 
what true home life is, and yet these 
same young women are to be the 
mothers of the future. How can 
these girls in their wilful ignorance 
make homeés worth while? They 
really know nothing of the home, its 
economies or domestic science. If 
they could. only be pereuaded to take 
mp that work on_the same lines that 
their grandmothers handied the sit- 
uation, they would soon realize the 
difference and the joy of the heme. 
The men would then make beiter 
husbands, would spend more of their 
time in the home and less at the 
clubs. There would certainly be less 
talk of divorce. Most men would be 
sober, industrious and take pride 
in their homes and families. 

‘If the mothers of today were not 
so indifferent and weuld keep their 
young daughters off the streets, you 
would not hear of so many agiris 
disappearing, nor would you see so 
many faces of our young girls paint- 
ed, nor would they he walking our 
streets in thelr swaggering way, and 
by their manner saying ‘Here I am, 
look me over and see how you like 
me.” Further, we would have our 
girls with us again, for as things 
are now, if you observe, the chil- 
dren go from little” girlhood into 
young womanhood and we do not find 
the sweet, genial, happy girls that 
we should have, before they assiume 
the responsibilities of young lady- 
hood. ' 

“However, we know that there are 
some exceptions to this rule as in all 
cases, for we know mothers of to- 
day who are ideal. Even so, the in- 
fluence of the ink or the muddy 
stream affects very quickly the good 
clean water, trv as hard as some may 
to overcome the evil and to Keep 
their own sweet girls’ clean. We 
thank God for the good mothers and 
pray for more of them, for they sure- 
ly are the geaven that this day 
needs.” 

When men like Captain English ana 
our judges feel as they do about this 
vital need for a fundamental training 
for our coming wives and mothers, Mrs. 
Atkinson and the earnest women as- 
sisting her will find their work will

amount almost to prohibition around the 
vending of absinthe and whisky. Germany, 
so far as the civilian population is con- 
cerned, is said to be less affected than any 
of the other countries. England herself has 
radically cut down saloon hours, and now 
comes this intimation that the government is 
prepared to go even farther. 

Whatever else may be said of the war. 
and it will find few defenders, it has gone 
far to upset the tradition that “prohibition 
doesn't prohibit.” It appears to be prohibit- 
ing in Russia, and the less severe measures 
adopted in the other countries have also 
been commensurately effective and are said 
to be cutting down the ravages attributable 
to alcohol. Of course, in nearly all the 
countries concerned, and Russia principally, 
a centralized form of government makes it 
possible to enforce sumptuary laws where 
such attempts might prove abortive under 
our dual system of administration. 

The chief good to be expected from these 
developments in Europe is that of demon- 
strating to a people the virtues of temper- 
ance, and showing them that they can stride 
the water wagon if they want to or have to. 
Russia and France and England, a vear ago, 
would have scoffed at the decree of prohibi- 
enforced in these respective 
It would have been pronounced 
impossible. Yet it has been demonstrated 
not only possible, but profitable, at least 
from the individual standpoint, and, prob- 
ably. in the long run, from national 
standpoint.
